ered theear of corn. Theearly settlers 
of the town gave to their children a dis 
cipline of industry and economy as rigid 
end as severe as the puritans, but it was 
largely tempered by a refinement as genial 
and as sunny as favorabie fortune cuuld 
make it. The tree of hospitality planted by 
the Biedsves, the Branbams, the Shorters, 
the Fiournoys, the Adames and the Reids, 
has grown and spread until the wholecom 
munity moves in its shadow. Plenty of 
time; butin Eatonton in 1831, the first rail. 
road meeting ever held in Georgia was as 
sembied, and out of that meeting has grow: 
—well, I will be moderate and say that out 
of that meeting has grown the problem as 
to whether the state has the right to regu 
late {reights on railroads. Previous to this 
industrial movement, there was the re 
ligious impulse, and in Eatonton, ia .1827, 
was inaugurated the great religious revival 
which resulted in the conversion of twenty 
thousand souls, and which is still remem- 
bered as one of the most notable phe- 
nomena of church development ever 
witnessed in this country. There 
is a healthy conservatism in_ the 
mental and moral equipment of the people 
of Eatonton that must be dear toa man of 
such gentle moods as William Arp. The 
hospitality which attracted his attention is 
but the foliage that bides the finer flower of 
social perfection. There is no social devel 
opment without repose. The society of 


cities—I will not be invidious enough to say 
Atianta—is processional; it 18 a series of 
shows. These formal entertainments and 
congregations are as certainly the evidences 
of a lack of social development as club /ife 
is the evidence of a lack of home influ 
ences. A friend of mine,in search of an 
itlustration, once said the French had no 
wordin their language the equivalent oi 
home, but it was presently pointed out to 
him that they bad a word equaily as sug 
gestive and quite as significaut—the equiv 
alent of fireside, People go to Paris, and 
dine, and dai.ce, and are very gay, judging 
from all accounts, but they never enter 
French society until they have warmed 
themselyes at the foyer. 

There must be something typical in a 
Georgia town which can look com pl: icently 
os £10 1508 along a blooming perspective 
well-ordered lives, and | ihink this 
fact must bave ade itself apparent 
to the critical humor of our friend Arp, and 
he appreciated it as Only a humorist can. 
Eatonton had brought costly philosophica| 
apparatus from London and was absorbing 
a jarge library before Marthasviile was cis- 
covered, and when Atlanta was christened 
the people of Eatonton were nursing thei 
grandchildren and hau been for more than 
twenty years listening to the sweetest toned 
chureb bell on the continent. With respeci 
tothis latter statement, | cheerfully refer 
the lucal reader to Colonel William H. 
Sparks, who is now enjoying a breathing 
spellin Atlanta. I use Colonel Sparks’s 
name in this connection with absolute eon- 
fidence, because if his memory is disposed 
to be st all treacherous, it will be an easy 
matter to confront him with a poem in bis 
own handwriting,on “The Oid Church 
Bell,’’ in which he describes with remark- 
able vigorits vibrant melody. The mu- 
sical clangor of this bel! used to warn 
the people that Jesse Mercer wou'd 
preach and it rang as sweetly 
for Uncle Jimmy Dannielly, who 
had a habit of blistering the sinners, 4s ior 
Adie! Sherwood who wooed and won them 
with gentler methods 

The community was planted, not sown, 
and for nearly three quarters of a century 
has been perfecting itseii in that order, ano 
discipline, a: d cultured industry which 
constitute true social development; and it 
still ho!ds in fee simple that rare eleyance 
of method aud demeanor, which we hastily 
call refinement, but which is inherited 
rather than acquired. Alien critics allude 
to such a Civilization as ‘peculiar,’ when it 
is merely special. So far as Eatonton is 
concerped, it bas spread from community 
to county, and I am tempted to claim for 
ita geographical limit For this reason, it 
is to be regretted that Bill Arp had no oppor- 
tunity to go into the country to which the 
influences of Eatonton are in some sori 
tributary—in tbe neighborhood of Turn- 
wald, for instance. To be sure the Turn- 
ers, the Terrells, the Cogburrs, the Litties, 
aud neariy all who made the settlement fa- 
mous, | ave passed away, but he wou'd 
have found himself face to face with their 
reminiscences on every hand. The little 
bovs to whom the original Uncle Remus 
told his wonderful myth-stories have grown 
almost beyond remembrance, but there is 
still opportunity for Bill Arp to go fox 
hunting with Harvey Dennis, or to bear 
him tell of the wonderful performances ot! 
Rowan, Racket, Hodo, and that pnparalleled 
strain which is the result of a cross between 
the Henry hound and the July dog. 

Of course William had to be told about 
Seward. The subsequent career of this re 
markable man has made his einguiar 
advent into Putnam, an _ occurence 
not to be _ fo:gotten. Indeed, it 
forms an episode in_ the som 
of the county which bas been carefu!! 
preserved in documents as well as in tradi 
tion. In 1865, the spot where Seward taught 
was marked by the decuying timbers of the 
rude school house; in 1868, it had heen ob- 
literated bya negro cabiv. It will never be 
known whether Seward wasa fugitive or an 
exile. He responded to an advertisement 
inserted in the colymns of the Milledyeviile 
Recorder by the trustees of ‘Union acade 
my,” and was duly installed as principal. 
He was just out of coilege—a young man 
with flami: g red hair, reserved in manner 
but possessing extreme sensibility. It was 
understood that he had become involved in 
some difficulty with his family, and he 
sought to forget bis troubles and be forgot- 
ten. He was fuund out, however, and in 
duced to return home. Years afterwards, 
he revisited the scene of bis labors es a 
country schoolmaster. He had been 
governor of New York, and had his eye on 
jarger things, but be turned his stepssouth 
ward upon a second pilgrimage. This sec- 
ond visit was « mystery until, in 1864, the 
writer hereof, rummaging among some oid 
books in the garret of a house that had onc 
been the residence of Major Francis Ward, 
came upon a worn duodecimer copy of 
‘Jacob Faithful.’ Between the itaded 
leaves of that volume was a long love letter 
from Mr, Seward add to a lady whose 
marbie toombstone had long been overrun 
with weeds and grass. With the letter was 
a lock of red hair. It was to see this lady 
that Seward revisited Putnam country, 
but IF doubt if, even by accident, he 
found her grave. She died young, 
but the letter from Seward justifies me 
in saying that she died well-beloved. He 
denounced this people as aliens and barba 
rans; he gathered in his tirm hands the 
power of life and death; his unconquerabie 
will gave strength to a remarkable admin- 
istration; but be had planted bis heart in 
the south. Here he found his first and only 
romance. It may be that a terrible war 
would have been averted if, in 1861, some 
sentimental politician had placed upon 
Seward’s desk a sprig of ecacia, saying, ‘I 
bring you this from the grave of the Mar- 
garet of your youth.” | J.C. H.
